“My God, w hat a fine anniv er­ 
sary present for A nna,” H au pt­ 
m ann said of the decision.

No . I— CURVES AND TURNS 


MATTER h o w exp ert we may be as drivers, we are all ap t to fall into 
I N h abits o f driving th at do n’t quite measure up to wh at we really kno w 
is 
righ t. 
Fo r instance, we all kno w th at we o ugh t to be careful abo ut p assing 
cars, esp ecially wh en ano th er car is ap p ro ach ing fro m th e o p p o site directio n. 
And y et th ere p o ssibly isn’t o ne o f us 
wh o h asn’t, at o ne time o r ano th er, mo ved 
o ver in th e ro rfd to p ass a car, and th en 
wo ndered if we wo uld get aro und in time. 
No w h ere’s an interesting th ing abo ut 
th at. Wh en we try to p ass a car th at’s 
go ing fo rty miles an h o ur, it’s just th e 
same as if we tried to p ass a standing 
string o f cars 126 feet lo ng. In o th er wo rds, 
it’s like p assing eig h t cars p arked bump er- 
to -bump er in th e ro ad. If we try to p ass 
o ne go ing sixty , it’s like try ing to p ass a 
, 
line o f mo re th an sixteen cars standing in 
th e ro ad, and sixteen cars in a ro w will reach h alf a blo ck. Th is is p ro bably 
a new idea 
to mo st o f 
us. If we kep t it in mind, we wo uld never p ass a car 
unless we were sure th at th ere were no o nco ming cars fo r a go o d lo ne 
distance ah ead.

But turning aside to p ass is no t th e p articular kind o f turning th at we 
are interested in discussing h ere. Wh at we are no w 
co ncerned with is taking curves and co rners. Fro m 
time to time in th ese discussio ns we will find th at 
th e same o ld laws o f Nature will be invo lved. Fo re­ 
mo st amo ng th em will be th e laws o f mo mentum, and 
mo mentum p lay s th e majo r p art in go ing aro und 
curves. Because mo mentum no t o nly wants to keep 
us go ing, but go ing in th e sa me d irectio n . 
Wh en it is 
try ing to make us go straigh t instead o f curving o ur 
co urse, it o p erates under an assumed name, if y o u 
p lease. Fo r th en we call it “centrifugal fo rce.” 
No w o f co urse we all kno w wh at centrifugal fo rce 
is. We feel it wh en we go aro und curves. High way s 
and railro ads are banked at curves to o ffset centrifu­ 
gal fo rce. Aviato rs bank th eir p lanes at turns by tip ­ 
p ing th em with th e co ntro ls. But even th o ugh we all kno w abo ut centrifugal 
fo rce, few o f us realize h o w p o werful it is, and h o w much greater it gets th e 
laster we go -. 
A 3000-p o und car making a turn o f 500-fo o t radius, h as to o verco me a 
centrifugal fo rce o f o nly abo ut 156 p o unds at 20 miles an h o ur. But at 30 miles 
an h o ur, th at fo rce h as gro wn to 360 p o unds, and at 
60 it is nine times as great as at 20 . . . o ver fo urteen 
h undred p o unds try ing its best to p ush us o ff th e 
ro ad! Th e o nly th ing th at keep s us o n th e ro ad in th e 
first p lace is th e frictio n between o ur tires and th e 
ro ad. Th e minute th e centrifugal fo rce gets stro nger 
th an th e fo rce o f th at frictio n, o ff th e ro ad we go . 
Th e tro uble is th at we o ften do n’t realize h o w fast 
we’re go ing. On ro ad trip s, fo r instance, after we 
h ave driven at a certain sp eed fo r a lo ng time, it 
seems a small matter to increase o ur sp eed a few 
miles an h o ur. Th en after a wh ile we may do th e 
same th ing again. In o th er wo rds, we keep p utting 
*o rward o ur basis o f co mp ariso n till by -and-by we 
h ave lo st o ur usual sense o f h o w fast we are go ing.

As far back as 19 09 attempts 
were made by v ario us natio ns 
to agree o n what is co ntraband 
during times o f war.

o f co nditio nal co ntraband. Sho rt­ 
ly thereafter, ho wev er, it did 
away with the co nditio nal list 
and drew up 17 0 catego ries o f 
abso lute co ntraband, co ntaining 
in reality mo re articles than 
were o n the first lists. France 
and Germany did the same.

Form u lation of another p ro­ 
gram foreshad ow s a new con­ 
flict between the v iews of Secre­ 
tary Ick es and H arry L. Hop k ins, 
work 
p rogress 
ad m inistrator, 
sim ilar to the one in w hich this 
y ear’s p lan becam e ensnarled . 
Ick es 
alread y 
has 
left-ov er 
p rojects from this y ear’s cu r­ 
tailed p u blic work s p rogram to 
form a sizeable nu cleu s for nex t 
y ear. 
W hen the p u blic work s 
| fu nd was cu t to $330,000,000, it 
ex clu d ed abou t $6 00,000,000 of a l­ 
read y p artially ap p rov ed p rojects 
w hich cou ld be p u t u nd erw ay 
w ithin a few week s’ tim e. 
T ogether w ith stajte contribu ­ 
tions, these p rojects wou ld p ro­ 
v id e a p u blic work s p rogram 
costing from $1,000,000,000 to $1,- 
5 00,000,000 in the aggregate. 
Associates of Ick es hav e no 
d ou bt tha t he will offer these 
p rojects as the basis for nex t 
y ear’s p lan, and tha t Hop k ins 
will contend for sp eed ier, m ore 
flex ible, and cheap er work su ch 
as he is cond u cting u nd er the 
work p rogress ad m inistration. 
Relief officials said tod ay it

m onths before there wou ld be 
any d eterm ination of w hat is to 
follow WPA and tha t it wou ld

m ents. Still concerned w ith get­

Roosev elt,
